w mass meeting of upwards of 3,500 people 
at. Jubannesburg declared itself overwhelm. 
ingly opposed to the introduction of Asiatic 
labour, but the reports of the speeches wmnde 
on the ocensgion: contain little or, nothing 
whieh can convince a dispassionate student 
of the problem tht the outery against the 
introduction of the Chincse coolie is well 
Vased, especially when all the arguments are 
considered inthe light of the restrictions: 
which the advocates uf Chinese immigration 
Propose in order to protect the country 
from a replication: of the evils of a China- 
town such. og exists at San Francisco and 
‘one or. two other. places. Chinatown in 
Sau Francisco is drawn by the opponents 
of Chinese labour, in the Rand in most
